Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

For  the  Year  ending  December  jist ,  1903 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report,  like  its  predecessors,  will  contain  statistics  of 
the  Births,  Deaths,  Rates  of  Mortality  from  general  and  special  causes, 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  and  an  epitome  of  the  Sanitary 
work  for  last  year.  It  will  also  contain  a  Report  of  the  statistics  of  the 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  each  year,  Births  registered, 
Deaths  at  all  ages,  and  deaths  under  one  year  for  the  whole  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  for  each  Ward  separately  for  the  ten  years  ending  December 
31st,  1903. 


An  estimated  Population  to  the  middle  of  1903. 

The  estimated  population  is  obtained  (as  I  mentioned  in  my  last 
year’s  report,)  in  the  following  manner — viz  by  deducting  the  deaths  from 
July  1st  of  the  previous  year  to  June  30th  of  the  present  year  (513)  from 
the  births  for  the  same  period  (1323)  and  again  deducting  2 1  o  as  wastage 
for  migration  and  other  uncertified  causes.  As  stated  in  my  previous 
report.  “  The  discrepancy  on  the  estimated  population  obtained  solely 
on  the  difference  between  the  deaths  and  births  registered  each  year  for 
the  ten  years  ending  December  31st,  1900  was  found  by  the  census  of 
1901  to  be  about  two  hundred  per  annum  ”  This  year  I  have  deducted 
two  hundred  and  ten  and  have  estimated  the  population  to  the  middle  of 
1903  at  thirty  six  thousand.  An  extra  clause  in  this  report  will  relate  to 
the  administration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  1901  in  this  district. 
The  tables  will  be  the  same  as  in  previous  years  viz  three  sets.  The 
first  series  I  to  V  are  condensed  statements  of  my  own  arrangement  and 
deal  with  deaths  within  the  District,  and  with  deaths  of  residents  known 
to  have  died  outside  this  district.  No.  II  in  addition  to  the  Deaths 
shows  the  number  of  Births  registered  within  the  District,  whilst  Nos. 
IV  and  V  deal  exclusively  with  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases. 

The  second  series  I  to  IV  are  those  demanded  by  the  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment  Board,  The  third  series  I  to  V  are  those  demanded  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council.  The  first  four  of  these  correspond  exact¬ 
ly  with  those  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  (and  consequently 
are  not  reproduced.)  The  fifth  of  the  series  refers  to  the  work  done  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department  and  will  be  found  annexed  to  this 
report.

The  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  are  very 
extraordinary,  being  exactly  one-half  of  the  total  deaths  during  that 
quarter.  The  explanation  of  this  is — during  the  last  quarter,  three 
epidemics  were  prevalent  in  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Wards, 
viz.  -.  —  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever,  also  the  very 
inclement  weather  experienced  in  the  latter  part  of  November  and 
whole  of  December  was  productive  of  a  considerable  number  of  deaths 
from  Bronchitis  and  other  Respiratory  affections.

Enteric  Fever 
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SMALLPOX. 

Three  cases  have  occurred  in  this  District  during  the  past  year. 
On  August  22nd,  my  attention  was  called  to  a  case  of  Small-Pox  in 
Trinity  Street,  Old  Hill.  The  patient  was  a  young  servant  girl.  A 
second  case  was  found  in  the  same  house,  viz.  : — her  master,  who  was 
also  suffering  from  the  same  disease.  Also  a  convalescent  case  the 
daughter  who  had  been  sent  home  from  a  school  at  Clent,  supposed  to 
be  suffering  from  Chicken-Pox.  The  servant  girl  was  in  the  eruption 
stage,  the  master  in  the  latter  part  of  the  maturation  stage,  whilst  the 
girl  was  convalescent  —but  had  characteristic  signs  of  having  recently 
had  Small-Pox.  The  two  first  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital.  The 
only  other  occupant  of  the  house  was  re-vaccinated,  the  house  was  stripped 
cleansed,  and  disinfected,  and  the  clothing,  etc.,  were  all  treated  at  the 
Steam  Disinfector. 

I  wrote  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Dudley  Board  of  Guardians  calling 
his  attention  to  the  state  of  vaccination  in  that  locality,  and  pointing  out 
the  advisability  of  encouraging  re-vaccination.  I  also  wrote  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Bromsgrove,  informing  him  of  the  case  of 
supposed  Chicken  Pox  at  the  school  at  Clent.  He  replied  saying  that 
there  had  been  a  previous  case  of  Chicken  Pox  at  the  same  school  which 
was  sent  home  before  the  Old  Hill  girl,  and  that  the  Medical  man  who 
both  cases  was  convinced  that  they  were  both  Chicken  Pox. 

A  third  case  occurred  in  Best  Street,  Blackheath,  on  Oct.  1  ith? 
when  a  man  aged  thirty-four  years  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Small 
Pox.  The  case  was  diagnosed  in  its  very  early  stage  and  the  patient 
immediately  removed  to  the  Hospital.  The  house  and  contents  were 
thoroughly  disinfected.  Two  other  members  of  the  family  had  been 
re-vaccinated  a  fortnight  previously,  when  a  case  of  Chicken  Pox 
occurred  to  one  of  the  children  who  ha  1  just  returned  home  from  hop¬ 
picking.  I  have  little  doubt  now  that  this  case  was  not  Chicken  Pox, 
but  modified  Small  Pox,  although  I  did  not  think  so  at  the  time. 

Vaccination  record  of  the  three  cases. 

First  case.  Female  aged  2 1  years  presented  two  ^  inch  circle,  vac¬ 
cination  cicatrices.  Was  vaccinated  in  infancy.  The 
type  of  disease  was  Discrete. 

Second  case.  Male,  aged  37  years,  presented  two  ^  inch  circle,  vac¬ 
cination  cicatrices.  Was  vaccinated  in  infancy.  The 
type  of  disease  was  Discrete  modified. 

Third  case.  Male,  aged  35  years  presented  four  inch  circle,  vaccina¬ 
tion  cicatrices.  Was  vaccinated  in  infancy.  The  type  of 
disease  Discrete. 
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The  patients  all  made  good  recoveries. 

The  history  of  these  cases  illustrates  the  difficulty  of  discriminat¬ 
ing  between  Modified  Small-Pox  and  Chicken  Pox  (and  |ias  Small-Pox 
has  in  my  experience  become  very  much  modified  to  cases  seen  twenty 
years  ago)  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  include  Chicken  Pox  amongst 
the  compulsory  notifiable  diseases. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Two  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  have  been  notified  and  thirteen 
deaths  have  occurred,  being  an  increase  of  forty-four  cases  and  six 
deaths  over  those  for  last  year.

Forty  cases  occurred  during  the  First  Quarter  of  the  year  with 
two  deaths. 

Twenty-two  cases  occurred  during  the  Second  Quarter  of  the  year 
with  two  deaths. 

Seventy  cases  occurred  during  the  Third  Quarter  of  the  year  with 
two  deaths. 

Eighty-six  cases  occurred  during  the  Fourth  Quarter  of  the  year 
with  seven  deaths. 

During  the  First  Quarter  it  was  chiefly  confined  to  Tividale, 
Black  Heath,  and  Old  Hill. 

During  the  Second  Quarter  Black  Heath  and  Old  Hill  were 
chiefly  involved. 

During  the  Third  Quarter  it  was  in  all  the  Wards,  Old  Hill 
especially. 

During  the  fourth  Quarter  Rowley  Regis,  Black  Heath,  and  Old 
Hill  were  the  chief  sufferers. 
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On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  this  and  other  infectious  diseases 
amongst  the  children  attending  the  Reddall  Hill  School.  I  wrote  on 
Oct.  26th  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  asking  him  in 
the  interest  of  Public  Health  to  close  the  School  for  three  weeks  from 
that  date.  The  School  was  immediately  closed. 

I  also  wrote  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Stafford- 
shire  County  Council  advising  them  of  the  action  taken. 

The  School  was  re-opened  on  Nov.  1 6th,  when  a  very  consider¬ 
able  improvement  was  seen  in  the  attendance. 

On  Nov.  24th,  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Infant  Depart¬ 
ments  were  closed  for  three  weeks. 

On  Dec.  7th,  Wright’s  Lane  Infant  Department  was  closed  for 
three  weeks 

On  Dec  nth,  I  wrote  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  advising  him  not  to  re  open  the  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath 
Infants  Departments  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays.  On  the 
same  date  I  advised  the  closing  of  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments  of 
the  Cradley  Heath  Schools  until  after  the  holidays 

On  Dec  15th.  The  Infant  Department  of  the  Corngreaves 
School  was  closed  until  after  the  holidays. 

On  Dec.  17th.  I  advised  that  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments 
of  the  Corngreaves  School  be  closed  until  after  the  holidays. 

On  Dec.  22nd.  I  advised  that  the  Boys’  Department  of  the 
Macefield  School  be  closed  until  after  the  holidays. 

All  these  Schools  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected 
and  I  beg  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Education  Committee  for  their 
courteous  and  prompt  co-operation. 

MEASLES. 

There  have  been  forty-three  deaths  this  year  as  against  twenty- 
one  for  the  previous  year.  One  occurred  in  the  hirst  Quarter,  none  in 
the  Second;  Two  in  the  Third  and  forty  in  the  last  Quarter.  One 
death  occurred  at  Black  Heath,  Twenty-seven  at  Old  Hill  and  Fifteen 
at  Cradley  Heath. 

There  had  been  an  epidemic  at  Tividale  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
and  scattered  cases  occurred  in  this  Ward  until  the  middle  of  March. 
In  March  it  also  appeared  in  the  Cradley  Heath  Ward,  especially 
amongst  children  attending  the  Corngreaves  Schools,  and  on  April  3r^, 
thirty-five  children  were  absent  from  these  Schools  from  this  disease.

The  Easter  holidays  happening  about  this  time  exercised  a  beneficial 
effect  on  this  Ward.  It  continued  with  varying  intensity  in  the  Cradley 
Heath  and  Old  Hill  Wards  until  October,  when  a  decided  recrudescence 
occurred.  On  Oct.  23rd,  ninety-three  children  were  absent  from 
Reddall  Hill  Schools. 

On  Oct.  26th.  All  the  Departments  of  this  School  were  closed 
for  three  weeks.  They  were  re-opened  on  Nov.  16th,  when  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  improvement  was  shown  in  the  attendance 

The  epidemic  rapidly  increased  throughout  the  District  and  on 
Nov.  20th,  the  Old  Hill  Infant’s  Department  was  closed  for  three  weeks.

The  correspondence  between  myself  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  County  Council,  is  the  same  as  that  under  the  heading  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  consequently  need  not  be  reproduced 

This  disease  especially  in  the  last  six  weeks  of  the  year  has  been 
of  a  very  severe  type— Bronchitis,  Broncho  Pneumonia,  and  Croup  being 
frequently  present  and  accounting  very  materially  for  The  large  number 
of  deaths.  The  School  weekly  returns  are  the  only  means  I  have  of 
forming  an  opinion  T)n  the  numbers  attacked,  and  that  only  approxi¬ 
mately.  I  estimate  it  as  being  the  most  severe  epidemic  of  Measles 
that  has  visited  Cradley  Heath  and  Old  Hill  for  a  very  considerable 
time.

holes  and  probably  the  emanations  from  the  sewers  there  obtained  may 
account  for  some  of  the  cases.

July  4th.  A  case  notified  from  No.  73,  Clifton  Street,  (school 
boy).  Very  offensive  ash-pit. 

July  4th.  Two  cases  notified  from  No.  74,  Clifton  Street 
Mother  keeps  a  fish-shop  and  put  the  fish  refuse  into  the  ash-pit  which 
had  become  very  offensive. 

All  these  cases  had  been  suffering  from  the  disease  for  consider¬ 
able  time  before  it  was  discovered  and  consequently  had  contaminated 
all  the  privies  All  the  cases  in  Wellington  Street  can  be  traced  from 
the  first  case  at  No.  19,  Wellington  Street.  I  cannot  get  any  history  of 
infection  in  the  Garratts  Lane  or  Spring  Meadow  cases.  The  Clifton 
Street  cases  are  all  connected  but  I  cannot  get  any  satisfactory  history 
of  the  infection  to  account  for  the  first  case. 

August  1st.  A  case  notified  from  Petford  Street,  Cradley  Heath. 
Surroundings  satisfactory. 

Sept.  29th.  A  case  notified  from  No.  29,  Lodgefield  Road. 
Black  Heath.  Uncovered  ash-pit  and  undrained  pig-sty  in  yard. 

Oct.  6th.  A  case  notified  from  No  11,  Oak  Street,  Cradley 
Pleath.  A  leaking  closet  and  ash-pit. 

Oct.  15th.  A  case  notified  from  Windmill  End.  A  well  in  the 
cellar  which  empties  through  an  untrapped  drain  into  a  catch-pit 

Oct.  23rd.  A  case  notified  from  No.  ii,  Oak  Street,  Cradley 
Heath.  Same  house  as  the  one  notified  Oct.  6th.

Nov.  2nd.  A  case  notified  from  Windmill  End.  A  wet  and 
offensive  ash-pit. 

Nov.  8th.  A  case  notified  from  Rowley.  An  offensive  closet  in 
a  very  enclosed  yard. 

Nov.  30th.  A  case  notified  from  Windmill  End.  Same  house 
as  the  one  notified  Oct.  15th. 

All  the  houses  in  which  these  cases  occurred,  except  one,  are 
supplied  with  S  S.  W.  W.  Co’s  Water.  They  are  all  connected  with  the 
sewer.  Four  of  them  are  supplied  with  water-closets,  and  the  remainder 
have  the  old  Privy  Middens. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  have  been  five  cases  notified  and  four  deaths  as  against 
seven  cases  and  three  deaths  for  the  previous  year.  Two  cases  occurred 
at  Cradley  Heath  and  Three  at  Rowley, 

All  these  cases  had  in  the  first  place  been  attended  by  Midwives. 

The  usual  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  spread¬ 
ing.  The  Staffordshire  County  Council  have  issued  a  Memorandum  on 
“  The  Mid  wives  Act,  1902,”  addressed  to  persons  acting  as  midwives  in 
the  Administrative  County  of  Stafford. 

The  provisions  in  the  Act  which  will  specially  affect  this  District 
in  the  immediate  future  are  : — 

1st.  On  and  after  April  1st,  1905,  no  woman  may  begin  to 
practise  as  a  mid-wife  and  be  recognised  by  law  as  such,  who  is  not  cer¬ 
tified  as  a  Mid-wife  under  the  Act 

2nd.  On  and  after  April  1st,  1910,  no  woman  shall  habitually 
and  for  gain,  attend  women  in  child-birth,  otherwise  than  under  the 
direction  of  a  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  unless  she  be  certified 
under  this  Act 

Any  woman  who  has  been  in  bona-fide  practice  as  a  mid -wife  for 
at  least  a  year  (at  the  passing  of  the  Act)  who  bears  a  good  character, 
may  apply  to  the  Secretary,  Central  Midwives  Board,  6,  Suffolk  Street, 
Pall  Mall,  London,  S.W  ,  forwarding  a  certificate  to  that  effect  signed 
by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace;  Minister  of  Religion;  Registered  Medical 
Practitioner  ;  or  other  person  acceptable  to  the  Board,  and  enclosing  a 
fee  of  1  os.  before  April  1st,  1905  after  which  date  no  one  can  be  certi¬ 
fied  without  undergoing  examination.  When  the  new  order  of  Midwives, 
viz.  -  —  those  who  have  received  instruction  in  the  practice  of  Mid-wifery 
and  have  obtained  their  certificates  by  examination  commence  their 
duties,  I  hope  less  will  be  heard  of  Puerperal  Fever. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Forty  nine  cases  have  been  notified  and  three  deaths  have  occur¬ 
red,  as  against  Fifty-six  cases  and  one  death  for  the  previous  year.  Six 
cases  with  one  death  occurred  at  Tividale.  Thirteen  cases  and  two 
deaths  at  Rowley  Regis.  Fourteen  cases  at  Black  Heath.  Thirteen  at 
Old  Hill  and  Three  at  Cradley  Heath.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  under 
one  year  and  the  third  was  over  sixty-five  years. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  have  been  nine  deaths  recorded,  seven  under  one  year, 
and  two  between  one  and  five  years  It  was  rather  prevalent  during  the 
last  two  months  of  the  year  in  the  Cradley  Heath  and  Old  Hill  Wards, 
and  was  one  of  the  infectious  diseases  co-existing  with  the  epidemics  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  mentioned  in  my  correspondence  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  Nc.,  relative  to  the  closing  of 
the  Schools  in  the  lower  divis'on  of  the  parish. 

DIARRHCEA. 

Fifteen  deaths  have  been  recorded  as  against  six  for  previous 
year.  Nine  under  one  year  of  age  Five  between  one  and  five  years, 
and  One  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  Five  occurred  at  Tividale;  four 
at  Rowley  Regis  ;  Two  at  Black  Heath  ;  Three  at  Old  Hill  and  One  at 
Cradley  Heath  One  occurred  in  the  First  Quarter ;  One  in  the  Second  ; 
Seven  in  the  Third  and  Six  in  the  Fourth  Quarter. 

PHTHISIS. 

Twenty-one  deaths  as  against  sixteen  for  previous  year  Seven 
of  them  were  under  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  Fourteen  between 
twenty-five  and  forty  five  years.  One  occurred  at  Tividale.  Three  at 
Rowley  Regis.  Five  at  Black  Heath.  Nine  at  Old  Hill  and  Three  at 
Cradley  Heath. 

Six  occurred  in  the  First  Quarter  ;  Four  in  the  Second ;  Seven 
in  the  'Third  ;  and  Four  in  the  last  Quarter.  The  antipathy  against  dis¬ 
infection  after  the  disease  is  rapidly  dying  out,  and  I  can  only  recall  one 
case  in  which  the  friends  of  the  deceased  objected  to  it. 

EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Only  one  death  has  been  recorded  this  year  as  against  two  for 
the  preceedin^  year.  It  occurred  at  lividale  in  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year.  Sporadic  cases  have  been  scattered  throughout  the  district, 
all  through  the  year,  the  majority  of  them  have  been  of  the  mild  type. 

PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  ADOPTED. 

This  paragraph  will  chiefly  consist  of  repetition  of  my  former 
reports,  viz.  :  — 
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Isolation  of  Small-pox  cases  at  the  Tividale  Hospital.  All  other 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  patients  homes.  They  are 
all  visited  as  soon  after  notification  as  possible,  and  are  supplied  with 
disinfectants  and  a  circular  tell  ng  them  how  to  use  the  disinfectants 
and  warning  them  against  exposing  themselves  in  public  until  after  their 
homes  and  clothing  have  been  fumigated  by  the  Council’s  Official  :  pre¬ 
venting  children  from  infected  houses  attending  school :  cleansing  and 
limewashing  all  dirty  and  infected  houses.  Fumigating  all  infected 
houses,  clothing,  Nc  ,  with  Sulphur  fumes  :  cleansing  drains  and  water 
courses  :  converting  defective  midden-closets  into  water-closets  :  insist¬ 
ing  on  a  pure  supply  of  water  where  the  present  supply  is  insufficient  or 
doubtful ;  disinfecting  by  the  Steam  Disinfector  the  clothing,  bedding, 
of  Small-Pox,  Enteric  Fever.  Puerperal  Fever,  Phthisis,  •  and  any  other 
case  of  infectious  disease  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  free  of 
cost,  and  the  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  of  any  parishioner  from  any  cause 
who  is  willing  to  pay  a  fee  of  ios.  for  so  doing. 

The  free  supply  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  their  use  amongst 
the  poor  of  the  District,  of  Antidiphtheretic  and  Antistreptococcus 
Serums  with  the  necessary  syringes  Bacteriological  Examinations  free 
of  charge  at  the  Birmingham  University  of  secretions  from  suspected 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  Phthisis,  and  Enteric  Fever.  Complusory  notifica¬ 
tion  of  the  following  diseases -Small-Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Membranous  Croup,  Puerperal  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Cholera,  Enteric  Fever, 
and  Typhus  Fever. 

Information,  otherwise  unobtainable,  is  furnished  by  the  weekly 
returns  from  the  Elementary  Schools,  of  children  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  some  infectious  disease.  This  information  is  especially  valu¬ 
able  in  the  unnotified  infectious  diseases,  and  I  beg  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  late  School  Board  and  the  members  of 
the  present  Education  Committee  for  their  kind  co-operation  in  the  sani¬ 
tary  work  of  the  District. 

Epitome  of  Sanitary  Work  for  the  year,  1903. 

DEEP  DRAINAGE  &  HOUSE  CONNECTIONS. 

This  scheme  was  complete  in  the  year  1901,  and  has  worked 
very  satisfactorily  up  to  the  present. 

In  June  1901,  the  Assistant  Engineer  reported  that  2172  connec¬ 
tions  had  been  made,  and  that  5800  houses  had  been  drained;  that 
there  were  370  houses  which  could  not  be  connected  with  the  sewer, 
and  he  calculated  that  about  659  new  houses  had  been  connected  to 
sewers  by  owners  as  they  were  erected,  including  those  in  new  streets 
which  were  connected  before  the  drainage  scheme  was  taken  in  hand, 
and  which  it  had  not  been  considered  necessary  to  redrain.  During  the 
the  year  1902,  a  hundred  and  fifty-three  new  houses  were  connected 
by  owners  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 
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During  the  past  year  thirty-five  new  connections  have  been  made 
to  sewers,  connecting  one  hundred  and  eighteen  new  houses. 

Nine  of  the  undrained  houses  referred  to  in  the  1901  report  have 
been  demolished. 

No  plans  for  new  houses  are  passed  unless  they  show  proper 
provision  for  drainage  and  connection  to  sewers. 

CELLAR-DRAINAGE. 

There  have  been  ten  connections  made  with  the  sewers  from 
cellars  in  accordance  with  the  principles  laid  down  by  the  County  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  of  Health,  viz.:  —  “The  outlet  from  the  cellar  is  carried 
through  the  wall  and  empties  into  a  gully  placed  outsi  ie  the  building, 
from  which  an  air-shaft  is  built  to  ground  level  and  is  covered  by  a  cast 
iron  trap.” 

In  addition  to  the  above,  six  cellar  connections  have  been  made 
to  storm-water  drains.  The  manner  of  connecting  in  these  cases  is  the 
same  as  in  the  sewer  connections,  except  that  there  is  no  chamber  in 
these  cases  but  a  six  inch  pipe  shaft  is  substituted. 

NIGHT-SOIL  AND  HOUSE  REFUSE 

This  work  is  still  performed  by  contract  and  is  supervised  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Assistant.  The  night-soil  is  removed 
between  the  hours  of  10  pm,  and  8  a.m.,  and  the  dry  ashes  during  the 
day. 

The  provision  of  water-closets  is  compulsory  in  all  new  houses 
when  water-supply  and  sewerage  are  available.  The  old  privies  and 
privy-middens  are  being  steadily  replaced  by  water-closets,  and  I  trust 
that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  hence  water-carriage  will  be  the  principal 
if  not  the  sole  means  of  night-soil  removal. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  in  1902,  there  were  3,850 
privies,  2,950  middens.  1,750  water-closets,  and  870  dry  ash-pits.  For 
the  year  ending  1903,  there  were  3,362  privies,  2,781  middens,  2,813 
water-closets,  and  1186  dry  ash-pits  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  water-closets  mentioned  above  includes  1 17  to 
new  buildings  and  1^2  connections.  The  Council  have  had  under 
their  consideration  the  advisability  of  introducing  the  dust-bin  system 
with  frequent  periodical  emptyings  of  bins,  but  at  present  the  question 
is  in  abeyance.  I  can  only  say  that  if  the  matter  of  increased  expendi¬ 
ture  can  be  met,  it  is  by  far  the  most  preferable  system,  as  the  present 
system  of  the  collection  of  dry  ashes  and  house  refuse  in  large  quanti¬ 
ties  for  an  indefinite  period  is  not  so  devoid  of  risk  as  one  could  wish. 
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DIAGNOSIS  OF  DIPHTHERIA,  ENTERIC  FEVER, 

AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  arrangement  made  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  with 
the  Birmingham  University  for  the  free  examination  of  secretions  from 
patients  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  either  of  the  above  named 
diseases  still  holds  good. 

The  necessary  apparatus  for  the  transmission  of  these  secretions 
are  sent  to  each  Medical  Man  in  the  district. 

The  Council  also  continues  to  supply  free  of  charge  to  all  Medi¬ 
cal  Men  in  the  neighbourhood,  Antidiphtheretic,  and  Antistreptococcus 
serums,  with  the  requisite  syringes,  for  use  in  this  district.  There  is  a 
growing  increase  in  the  demands  made  for  this  form  of  treatment. 

PREVENTION  OF  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Council  are  willing  to  do  anything  in  their  power  to  support 
a  feasible  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease,  but  up  to  the  present 
the  idea  has  not  taken  any  tangible  shape.  A  deputation  of  Dr.  Mitchell 
(a  member  of  the  Council)  and  myself  attended  a  Conference  at  Stafford, 
on  November  ioth.  when  a  question  of  providing  a  Sanatorium  for  the 
County,  or  Sanatoria  for  sections  of  the  County  of  Stafford  was  discussed 
The  various  schemes  suggested  in  Dr.  George  Reid’s  report  were  criti¬ 
cised,  but  as  the  meeting  was  of  a  preliminary  nature,  none  of  them  were 
adopted.  A  resolution  was  (almost  unanimously)  passed  to  the  effect  that 
the  time  had  now  arrived  for  the  provision  of  a  Sanatorium  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Phthisis  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  and  that  the  meeting  be 
adjourned  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  various  schemes  proffered. 

Copies  of  Dr.  Reid’s  report  were  promised  for  circulation 
amongst  the  Local  Authorities 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

By  the  establishment  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Jpint  Small-Pox 
Hospital  Board,  the  hospital  at  Tividale  has  been  temporally  transferred 
to  that  Authority  The  area  has  been  considerably  increased  and  now 
patients  are  to  be  sent  from  the  following  districts  in  addition  to  our 
own,  viz.  : — Tipton,  Coseley,  Bilston,  Heath  Town,  Wednesbury,  Short 
Heath,  and  Darlaston,  and  probably  Willenhall  and  Sedgley.  Three 
cases  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the  last  year  Two  before 
the  hospital  was  transferred  to  the  new  Authority  and  one  since. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company’s  water  is  becoming 
more  in  vogue  although  there  are  still  a  considerable  number  of  wells  in 
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the  district.  Those  to  which  any  suspicion  was  attached  have  been 
dealt  with  in  previous  years.  This  year  it  has  only  been  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  condemn  one  well  which  supplied  four  houses. 

Tap-water  has  been  laid  on  voluntarily  to  eighteen  houses  which 
were  previously  supplied  by  seven  wells,  and  in  addition  to  this  the 
Surveyor  informs  me  that  fifty  new  houses  were  also  supplied  with  tap 
water. 


COW  SHEDS  DAIRIES,  AND  MILK-SHOPS. 

All  plans  for  any  of  thd  above  named  buildings  are  passed  subject 
to  the  new  bye-laws. 

One  new  cow-shed  has  been  erected  and  licensed  during  the  year. 
The  Inspector  informs  me  that  he  has  made  eighty-seven  inspections, 
and  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  the 
conditions  of  any  of  the  old  ones  which  are  in  a  fairly  sanitary  condition 
and  well  kept. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  thirty-eight  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  the  same 
as  last  year,  no  new  ones  having  been  licensed. 

They  are  periodically  inspected  and  were  found  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 


INSANI  1'ARY  HOUSES. 


Thirty-two  have  been  certified  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Nineteen  of  them  have  been  repaired  and  made  habitable  and  three 
have  been  closed. 


OVER-CROWDING. 

This  condition  is  rather  more  prevalent  than  formerly  and  is  in  my 
opinion  accounted  for  by  the  bad  state  of  trade.  Many  people  find  it 
impossible  to  rent  a  whole  house,  so  the  consequence  is  that  two  fami¬ 
lies  join  together  and  rent  a  house  between  them.  In  twenty-two  in¬ 
stances  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained. 

CEMETERY. 

This  question  is  still  under  consideration  of  the  Council,  no  defi¬ 
nite  decision  having  been  arrived  at. 
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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

There  have  been  no  prosecutions  in  this  department  during  the 
last  two  years. 


NEW  STREETS. 

The  Council  still  continues  to  have  all  land  as  newly  laid  out 
building  estates  put  in  proper  order  and  adopted  in  accordance  with  the 
Public  Health  Act. 

HEALTH  AND  NURSING  LECTURES. 

A  course  of  these  lectures  was  delivered  last  January  in  the 
Tump  Road  Board  Schools  on  Home-nursing  and  were  fairly  attended 
and  much  appreciated. 

INSPECTION  OF  CANAL  BOATS. 

Mr.  Barnsley  reports  that  one  hundred  and  four  boats  have  been 
inspected.  The  occupiers  of  the  boats  consisted  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  men,  forty-four  women,  twenty-two  boys,  and  thirteen  girls, 
the  two  latter  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  [years,  and  twenty- 
three  children  of  both  sexes  under  five  years  of  age. 


Seven  contraventions  under  the  Canal  Boats  Act  were  discover¬ 
ed,  five  of  these  were  remedied,  but  in  the  other  two  cases  the  owners 
could  not  be  discovered.  There  has  not  been  any  difficulty  in  obtain¬ 
ing  access  to  the  boats,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  seven  contraven¬ 
tions  discovered,  the  condition  of  the  boats  were  satisfactory  No  legal 
proceedings  have  been  taken,  and  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
discovered  on  any  of  the  boats  this  year. 


The  hospital  at  Tividale  is  always  ready  for  the  reception  of 
Small  Pox  patients. 


FIRE-BRIGADE. 

The  fire-brigade  under  the  captaincy  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Barnsley  has 
done  good  service  on  several  occasions  during  the  past  year.  The  time, 
I  hope,  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  equipped  with  an  up-to-date 
apparatus  which  will  much  increase  its  efficiency. 
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Rowley  Regis  Urban  District  Council. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FACTORY  AND  WORK-SHOP 

ACT  1901. 

I  will  commence  this  report  by  recapitulating  the  remarks  made 
in  my  previous  report  on  the  nature  of  the  District  and  the  class  of  the 
bulk  of  the  people  inhabiting  it. 

Rowley  Regis  is  a  large  scattered  Parish  extending  over  an  area 
of  3670  acres  and  contains  an  estimated  population  of  36,000.  It  is 
divided  into  five  Wards  viz.: — Tividale,  Rowley  Regis,  Black  Heath, 
Old  Hill,  and  Cradley  Heath. 

Tividale  Ward  with  an  area  of  984  acres  and  a  population  of  2896 
inhabitants  is  partly  agricultural  aud  partly  industrial.  The  chief  indus¬ 
tries  are  coal-mining,  brick-making,  different  varieties  of  iron-manufacture, 
galvanizing,  and  granite  quarrying. 

Rowley  Regis  with  an  area  of  1043  acres  and  population  of  5518 
inhabitants  is  also  partly  agricultural  and  partly  industrial.  The  indus¬ 
tries  chiefly  consist  of  Coal-mining,  Granite  quarrying,  Brick-making, 
Pottery  work,  Nut  and  Bolt,  Rivet  and  Nail  trades. 

Black  Heath  with  an  area  of  188  acres  and  a  population  of  6845 
inhabitants  is  almost  entirely  industrial.  The  industries  are  chiefly  Nut 
and  Bolt.  Spade  and  Shovel,  Rivet,  Nail,  Tailoring,  Baking,  and  Boot 
and  Shoe  making. 

Old  Hill  with  an  area  of  599  acres  and  a  population  of  11,247 
inhabitants  is  chiefly  industrial.  The  chief  industries  are  Iron-making, 
Coal-mining,  Brick-making,  Boot  and  Shoe  making  Rivet  and  Cham 
making,  Tube  making,  Tailoring,  and  Coke-burning. 

Cradley  Heath  with  an  area  of  552  acres  and  a  population  of 
9494  inhabitants  is  also  chiefly  industrial.  The  chief  industries  are 
Chain-making,  Rivet-making,  Galvanizing,  Brick-making,  various  forms 
of  finished  Iron  industries,  Coke-burning,  and  Hollow-ware  trades. 

The  bulk  of  the  population  are  of  the  artisan  class,  and  are  em 
ployed  in  some  one  of  the  above-mentioned  industries 

The  Act  has  been  worked  with  considerably  less  friction  than  in 
the  previous  year,  as  most  of  those  affected  by  its  operation  are  becom¬ 
ing  better  acquainted  with  their  liabilities,  and  the  firm  though  courte¬ 
ous  attitude  adopted  by  Mr  Barnsley,  (the  Council’s  Inspector)  has 
impressed  those  who  are  are  inclined  to  rebel  with  the  futility  of  their 
proceedings. 
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One  of  the  most  striking  features  is  the  absence  of  domestic 
animals  from  the  work-shops,  which  formerly  used  to  be  infested  with 
fowls,  pigeons,  rabbits,  etc.,  also  the  improved  cleanliness  due  to  period¬ 
ical  lime-washings  and  cleansings. 

The  cubical  space  in  the  work-shops  is  ample,  and  ventilation 
especially  in  the  Chain,  Nail  and  Rivet  shops  is  free,  as  all  windows  are 
unglazed,  thus  allowing  the  passage  of  a  free  current  of  air. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  in  Factories  and  Work-shops  are  gen¬ 
erally  satisfactory.  Where  any  insufficiency  in  number  or  lack  of  separ¬ 
ate  closets  for  the  sexes  are  discovered,  the  owners  are  at  once  served 
with  a  notice  and  as  a  rule  the  defect  is  immediately  remedied, 

The  water  supply  is  good  and  plentiful 

There  have  been  2089  inspections  of  work-shops  made  by  the 
Council’s  Inspector  during  the  year. 

Twenty-nine  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  Work-shops 
and  One  on  the  owner  of  a  Domestic  Factory  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  nineteen  notices  to  cleanse  were  served  on  the  owners  of  work-shops 
and  one  on  the  owner  of  a  Domestic  Factory  under  Sec.  2  under  the 
Pnblic  Health  Act,  and  Three  hundred  and  eight  infringements  of  the 
Act  by  not  having  an  abstract  affixed  were  discovered. 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six  work-shops  are  now 
registered  including  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  domestic  work -shops 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  Retail  Bakehouses  and  One  thou¬ 
sand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  other  work-shops. 

SANITATION. 

Three  notices  .have  been  served  and  complied  with  in  cases 
where  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to  be  inadequate  or  requir¬ 
ed  to  be  converted  into  water-closets. 

DRAINAGE  OF  WET  FLOORS. 

This  occurs  in  the  Nut  and  Bolt  Factories  chiefly,  and  has  not 
called  for  any  interference  on  our  part.  Two  cases  have  been  reported 
by  the  Government  Factory  Inspector.  Two  cases  of  insufficient  sani¬ 
tary  conveniences.  Peremptory  orders  were  immediately  served  by  the 
Council,  and  the  defects  were  speedily  remedied. 

BAKE-HOUSES. 

There  are  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  retail  bake-houses  and 
eleven  wholesale  bake-houses  in  the  district.  The  conditions  were  sat¬ 
isfactory  in  all  except  seven,  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  no¬ 
tices  for  lime-washing.  There  are  no  underground  Bake-houses  in  this 
District  neither  do  any  of  them  use  mechanical  power. 
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OUT-WORKERS,  HOME  WORK.  SECTIONS  107 -1 15. 

Twenty-one  lists  received,  representing,  Ten  employers,  One 
contractor,  and  Two  hundred  and  eighteen  out-workers,  and  they  were 
classified  as  follows. — outworkers  in  connection  with  wearing  apparel  4 
Total  number  of  out-workers  in  the  District.  4  Out-workers  in  connection 
with  Chain  and  Cable,  Anchors  and  Grapnels  17  Total  number  of  out¬ 
workers  in  District  214  employed  by  eleven  employers. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  out-workers  premises  have  been  in¬ 
spected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  provision  of  separate  water-closets  for  each  sex  is  rigidly 
enforced  except  in  Domestic  Workshops  occupied  by  one  family. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Domestic  Factories  and  Workshops 
still  engages  a  considerable  amount  of  attention. 

The  administration  of  the  Act  has  been  carried  out  so  efficiently 
by  Mr.  Barnsley  during  this  past  year,  that  he  has  only  had  to  call  on 
me  for  assistance  in  fifty- three  cases,  when  I  had  to  inspect  and  certify 
in  cases  of  infringements  of  the  Act.  Legal  proceedings  have  not  been 
resorted  to  during  the  past  year.  In  conclusion  I  insert  an  extract  from 
H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  concerning 
the  working  of  the  Act  in  this  District. 

“I  ought  to  mention  the  case  of  one  local  Authority  in  Cradley 
Heath  which  is  the  centre  of  the  chain  trade  This  Authority  has 
taken  up  its  duties  under  the  Act  with  great  energy,  and  as  a  result  have 
notified  me  of  1326  names  that  I  had  not  registered. 

Those  as  in  previous  cases  mentioned  are  mostly  work-shops 
where  one  person  only  is  employed,  and  in  the  ordinary  cases  no  notice, 
as  far  as  registering  would  have  been  taken  of  them. 

But  seeing  that  most  of  these  places  are  occupied  by  chain- 
makers  to  which  trade  the  particular  section  now  applies,  it  is  necessary 
that  every  one  of  these  workshops  should  be  reeistered  and  visited  to  see 
that  the  particular  section  is  being  carried  out.  I  enclose  a  notice 
which  is  being  affixed  all  over  the  District  covered  by  the  above  local 
authority,  showing  how  thoroughly  they  are  taking  up  the  inspection  of 
these  work-shops. 

ROWLEY  REGIS  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

TAKE  NOTICE  that  whereas  the  keeping  of  poultry,  pigeons 
and  animals  in  factories  and  workshops  is  considered  to  be  a  nuisance, 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  occupants,  the  above-named  District  Coun¬ 
cil  will,  so  far  as  their  district  is  concerned,  take  any  proceedings 
necessary  for  the  prevention  of  these  nuisances  and  they  have  instructed 
the  Inpector  of  Nuisances  accordingly. 
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All  factories,  work-shops,  and  work-places  are  required  to  be  kept 
in  a  cleanly  condition  and  all  necessary  whitewashing  is  to  be  done.

This  is  a  much  better  return  than  that  for  last  year  when  the  num¬ 
ber  of  unvaccinated  children  was  Three  hundred  and  forty-two  as  against 
Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  for  this  year. 

The  system  of  one  pock  vaccination  still  flourishes  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  Parish  and  is  much  to  be  deplored  as  it  allows  a  small 
minority  of  the  population  to  endanger  the  safety  of  the  whole  commu¬ 
nity.  The  only  remedy  I  see  for  it  is  for  Government  to  fix  a  minimum 
skin  area,  and  not  to  accept  any  certificate  of  successful  vaccination 
unless  that  area  is  covered.  One  good  sign  I  have  noticed  in  last  year’s 
work,  is  the  increasing  number  of  parents  who  have  their  children  vac¬ 
cinated  (by  request)  under  the  age  of  four  months. 

In  conclusion  I  again  cordially  thank  all  the  Officers  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  Parish  who  have  assisted  me  by  furnishing  information  for  this 
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report,  especially  Mr.  D.  Wright,  Mr.  Brettle,  Mr.  Barnsley,  and  Messrs. 
T.  &  J  Williams. 

I  append  the  schedule  of  work  done  in  the  Surveyor’s,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department,  also  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

I  will  add  one  extract  from  the  Memorandum  as  to  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  issued  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  which  may  explain  the  reason  for  the  amount  of  recapitu¬ 
lation  contained  in  this  report.  “  It  should  be  remembered  that  these 
reports  are  for  the  information  of  the  (Local  Government)  Board  and  of 
County  Council  as  well  as  of  the  Council  of  the  District,  and  that  a 
statement  of  the  local  circumstances  and  a  history  of  local  sanitary 
questions  which  may  seem  superfluous  for  the  latter  may  often  be  needed 
by  the  former  bodies.”
